» Voluntary Appeal Says R. B. Bennett 


McDougall Methodist and First Presbyterian Churches Crowded to 
Overflowing to Hear About National Service—As Result of In- 
formation to be Secured From Postal Cards Circulated in Janu- 
ary Premier Says it is Intended to Organize Man Power of the 
Dominion to Maintain Army and Secure Greatest Output in 
Canada. 


Sir Robert Borden, premier of Canada, and R. I Jennett, M.P., director- 
general of National Service, addressed fully five thousand p 1s last night 
at the two meetings which were held at the MeDoug ul and First Presbyterian 
churches. Both auditoriums were packed to the doors long before eight 
o'elock, and large numbers were unable to secure even standing room. The 
premier and Mr. Eennett each delivered two addresses, Sir Robert speaking 
first at the Presbyterian church meeting, and Mr. Bennett opening the pro- 
gram at the McDougall church meeting, 

The Dominion-wide tour which both are undertaxing is for the purpose 
of interesting the Canadian people in the new Natior Service proposals. A 
series of twenty-four questions is to be addressed to every man in the Domin. 
ion between the ages of 16 and 65, by means of specislly-printed posteards, 
and Sir Robert stated that it is the intention to distribute these so that they 
all can be returned during the first week of the New Yeur. He stated that it 
is the intention as a result of this information to organize the man-power of 
the Dominion, so as not only to maintain the Canadian army in the field at 
the highest possible figure, but also to produce the greatest possible output of 
munitions, and in other lines of necessary activity. 

Neither Sir Robert, however, nor Mr, Bennett, gave a hint as to how it is 
proposed to organize this man-power, or how it will be distributed when it is 
organized, The premier devoted the greater part of his forty-minute speech 
a recapitulation of the causes of the war, and of the part that Canada al- 
ready has played in connection with it. 

Mr. Bennett referred incidentally to conscription, although he did not use 
the word, “You ask,” he said, “‘why don’t you pass a law to make men 
fight?’ But it is better that the burden should be uneven, and uneven the 
sacrifices, in order that unity may be maintained. We don't want to have our 
forces spent in quelling riots at home.” 

Mr. Bennett also said that “this is the last great voluntary appeal to the 
people,” although he did not state what would) be the result if this appeal 
failed.

A feature of Mr. Bennett's Presbyterian church address was that he al-

HAS BIG FIRE 


Business Portion of Summerside,

The speaker then took up the ques- 
tlon of thrift and economy, finishing 
with the warning: “You've got to start 
in to save; you've got to practico 
economy. I am asking you now to 
practice economy—and pretty soon if 
you don't you are going to be made 
to.” 

Bringing his remarks again to the 
selection of the men who should fight 
and would not, Mr. Bennett said he 
had been asked, “Why don't you pass 
a law to make them fight?” 

In reply he would say that the 
sobering sense of responsibility has
